DECLINE IN HORSE RAISING 


Decrease Since 1918 of About 60 Per 
Cent in Number of Stallions 
in Service, 


(Prepared by the United States Departmént }- 
of Agriculture.) 


If comparative figures from 14 of the 
leading horse-pegducing states can be 
taken as showing the tendency in all 
parts of the country, there has been a 
decrease since’ 1915 of about 60 per 
cent in the number of stallions in serv- 
ice in the United States. Grades, crose- 
breeds and scrubs have been falling 
behind at a greater rate than the pure- 
breds, the latter decreasing a little 
less than 50 per cent. These state 
ments are based upon a report, “Stal- 
lion Enrollment as Related to the 
Horse-Breeding Situation,” just com- 
Diled by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from reports from 
18 to 24 states having stallion-enroll- 
ment laws. : 

There hag been a decrease in the to- 
tal number of stallions-and jacks every 
year since 1915, but the date of de- 
cline slackened somewhat in 1921. 
Fourteen states having an enrollment 
of 46,121 stallions in 1915, had only 
18,002 in 1921,-a decrease. of 60.8, per 
cent. Of the stallions in 18 states in 
1921, 74.2 per cent were purebred. In 
1915, only 60 per cent were registered 
sires. As the numbers decrease the 
quality improves, Farmers are find- 
{ng that it pays to raise only good 
horses and mules. . 

The number of stallions of the light 
breeds has been decreasing more rap- 
idly than the number of draft stal- 
The total of jacks has been 
increasing gradually until the last 
year, when there was a slight decrease. 
There has been a striking increase in 
the ectual nuniber of purebreds. The 
change in the ratio of jacks to stal- 
lions ls a fairly accurate measure of 
the popularity of the mule. 


Stallions and jacks enrolled for pub- 
He service in 15 states in 1921 were 
jacks, while in 10 states in 1915 only 
9.3 per cent were jacks.

LAMBING-OFF is PROFITABLE 


Demonstration in lt. Alana County Se 
Successful Last Year That An- 
other Is Planned. 


(Preparea by pee ened 1 e 

A lambing-off demonstration in La 
Porte County, Ind., proved so success- 
ful last year that plans have been made 
for a similar one this year, says a 
report received by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Last year 
a 90-acre field wes planted to corn and 
Ito San soy beans. The bean seed for 
all but 6 acres was inoculated. The 
beans were planted with a soy-béan 
attachment on the corn planter at the 
rate of 6 pounds an acre. 

When the corn and beans matared, 
300 lambs, purchased for $6.65 a hun- 
dred pounds, were turned in to harvest 
them. The lambs were sold for $10.25 
a hundred pounds, with a total profit 
of $866. After the lambs were re- 
moved from the field about 80 bushels
